I made it 
clear to Sourwine that there should be no attribution to the Agency in the 
use of this material. He expressed considerable interest in this information 
and said there were several possible uses of it including the publication of 
testimony on the subject, referral of the material to appropriate news 
contacts, or preparation of a speech for a member of the Senate. He asked 
for assurance that this material has not been made available to anyone else 
and also asked for any backup material we could give him. C -J #
